With current talk of a possible race track being established near 
this campus, the BEACON as one, voices its sound opposition to any 
move in this direction. As a result of a survey taken just prior to 
publication, we can speak in authority for the student body tn this 
opinion. 

The prospect of commercialized gambling within a mile of this 
campus stands as sufficient reason why a track should not even be 
contemplated. We stand apart as the largest examiple of public higher 
education that the State of Rhode Island has to offer. Our reputation 
has been clean; we plan to keep it this way. 

Pari-mutuel gambling is unhealthy enough, but when one consid- 
ers the barnacles of vice, bad reputation, and dubious characters which 
follow the game, we wonder exactly what favorable motives a “sports 
Promoter, or promoters,” could present to us as reasons for the move, 

Along with gambling, no matter what type is being considered, is 
the danger of its unhealthy effects seeping into our camipus life. This 
without a doubt, would play a large part in parents’ decisions whether 
or not their sons and daughters should attend Rhode Island State. 
Good parents would think twice before sending their children to a 
college surrounding of this type. 

The presence of the notable Narragansett and Pascoag parks leads 
us to wonder if and why there is a need for additional legalized gam- 
bling institutions in Rhode Island. These two tracks in our opinion are 
quite capable of taking care of all comers. 

We do not mean to stand by the original tenets of stuffy Puritan- 


ism, but we do believe that a fair compromise, rather than an all-out’ Pros and Cons” hit upon 3 very 


reversal of princiiple is needed. If the promoters of the Kingston en! 
terprise were to direct their resources to developing a sound, reputa- 
ble industry, a slightly improved Rhode Island might ensue,
